Local hospital files lawsuit

Center recently filed a lawsuit 
against the Palm Beach County 


Health Care District. The hospital * 


claims the district is in debt to 

them for over $20 million. 
Terry Watterson, attorney for 
Regional Medical Cen- 


ter said, “The district has always 
defaulted on all obligations to the 


hospital’ 

The lawsuit marks yet another 
round of in numerous lawsuits 
filed that eventually cost taxpay- 
ers in the district and the hospital 
an enormous sum of'money. 

The suit pled 10 the Circuit 
Court of Palm Beach County 
states the district defaulted on a 
financial support-agreement. The 
suit says the district failed to reim- 
burse the hospital for over $18 
million in health 
is in debt to the hospital for more 
than $2 million in professional lia- 


bility insurance since 1990. 
ing the recent lawsuit, 
Chief Executive Officer of the 
Health Care District Cecil Bennett 
said, “I think it’s utterly absurb.” 
‘The suit also states the hospital 
had notified the district of its 
default of payments in August, 
however, the district failed to com- 


ply. 

‘The lawyer for the hospital said 
‘the district showed an interest in 
settling the lawsuit with the hos- 
pital but when payments were 
due, they acted in an unreliable 
fashion. 

The lawsuit simply asks the 
court to order the two parties to go 
into arbitration, a step unlined in 
ent. 


“This dispute originally started 
several years ago due to an 
attempt by the district to close one

Investigators tracking leads in

Cougar T-36 is dead -- the 
third to be shot since 10 
cougars were released inte the 
wild near lake City early this 
year. 

Wildlife researchers at 
Gainesville monitor the cats’ 
movements by tracking the 
radio signals transmitted by 
the animals’ collars. On Tues- 
day, Nov. 23, they began to sus- 
pect T-36 was in trouble 
hecause the 165-pound male 
cougar had remained in.the 
same spot an unusually long 
time. 

"Our people went into the 
area Wednesday, about two 
miles east of Oter Creek and a 
mile north of SR 24 in Levy 
County," Tom Logan, head of 
wildlife research for the Game 
and Fresh Water Fish Commis- 
sion said~"The cat tried-to 
crawl away from them on its 
fronflegs, but its back legs 
were paralyzed rpn a shotgun 
wound to its back." 

The badly injured animal 
was located’ and taken to the 
Commission's wildlife research 
labératory in Gainesville

where veterinarian, Dr. Mike 
Dunbar, determined the 
cougar's injuries were too 
severe to save it, so he eutha- 
nized the cat. 

Logan said the latest inci- 
dent is a serious blow to the 
experiment, which is a crucial 
step toward eventual reintro- 
duction of endangered Florida 
panthers into the area.
